NACTO Update: May 18, 2021 





26,000+ Comments on the MUTCD Submitted to the Federal Register 
NACTO submitted 400 comprehensive, practitioner-led comments 
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Despite an obvious need for safer streets—40,000 people die each year on American 
roads-—the federal standards document for American roads, the MUTCD, continues to 
prioritize fast-moving vehicles over the safety and comfort of people, especially those 
walking, biking, and taking transit. Many regulations in the MUTCD hold back cities from 
building streets that work for everyone.
